Awarding of Diplomas

Upon successful completion of
the credit requirements, a
Virginia Board of Education
recognized diploma is awarded
by a school division.

Diploma could be awarded by the parent or through a correspondence/distance
learning program that the parent may choose for home instruction, if such program
awards diplomas.

Achievement Tests

For applicable courses, students
are required to take and pass an
SOL test or state Board approved
substitute to earn verified credit
needed for graduation.

Students must successfully
complete a course to receive
standard credit. Successful
completion is determined by the
school division and not all
courses for standard credit have
an SOL test for verified credit.

Parents are required to provide evidence of progress to the division superintendent
that is either:

e Evidence that the child has attained a composite score in or above the 4™
stanine on any nationally normed standardized achievement test or

e An evaluation or assessment which the division superintendent determines to
indicate academic growth and progress which includes but is not limited to:

o An evaluation letter from a licensed teacher or a person with a
master’s degree or higher in an academic discipline or

o Arreport card or transcript from a community college or college,
distance learning program, or home-education correspondence
school.
